Full cognizance was tak- 
en of the fact that winter was fast 
approaching and that the need for 
immediate action was necessary in 
order to carry out the decision oi 
the Highway Commission.

‘sentatives met with Federal Forest 


Service officials at Echo Summit and 
selected a site suitable for the lo- 
cation of the maintenance station 
buildings. The site obtained is lo- 
cated on the north side of the road

The buildings being constructed 
are surrounded by towering pine 


| trees which screen the development 


from roadway view. Looking east- 
ward from the site and a thous- 
and feet below is glimpsed the south 
end of famous Take Tahoe and 
Lake Valley. 


Forest Ceoperates

Four Buildings 


The maintenance station is to 
consist of four buildings — a bunk- | 


house, a truck shed, a boiler house, 
and a gasoline and oil 
house. 


The bunkhouse is to be a two- 


Story frame building with redwood 
Tustic siding capable of housing 30 
men at the peak period. The lower 
floor will have a kitchen, cook’s 
quarters, dining room, foreman’s 
office and radio room, drying room, 
wash room, and lobby. The up- 
stairs will be divided into two dor- 
mitory rooms.

will be a well-stocked and equip- 


ped shop for the repair and service | 


of equipment. 


Steam Plant 

The boiler house will contain the 
steam plant and the power gener- 
ator. Electricity is not available at 
Echo Summit at this time and a 
temporary power plant is to be used 
until such time as electric lines are 
extended to the summit. 

A Standard 16 by 18 foot gaso- 
line and oi] house with an electric 
gasoline pump completes the build- 
ings at this station. Underground 
storage for approximately 4,000 gal- 
| lons of gasoline is being provided. 
In accordance with a ruling of 
| the Forest Service all buildings are 
| being set back 200 feet from the 
center line of the highway except in 
the case of the gasoline and oil 
house. Permission was granted to 
place this building only 100 feet 
from the center line of the high- 
| Way. There is a clearance of 50 

feet between all buildings for fire 
protection. © 


Large Well 

Other appurtenances at this sta- 
tion include a buried 8,000-gallon 
fuel oil tank, a 1,500-gallon metal 
septic tank, an elevated water re- 
serve storage tank, and a lined 
| Well. This latter item is being dug 
by a local well-drilling contractor 
under an emergency contract.
